Your Committee on Children’s Aid begs to report as follows: 


1. We recommend approval for payment accounts listed on the 
attached pay sheet totalling $11,894.30. 


2. The annual meeting of the Society will be held Wednesday 
evening, February 14th, in St. Paul's United Church, Brampton. All 
members of County Council are urged to attend this meeting. 
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3. Miss Marie Chauvin, B.A., B.S.W., formerly with the Agency, 
will rejoin the Agency on January 29th, 1962, as a Social Worker. 


4. Three Hundred and Eighty-three Dollars and Twenty-one 
cents has been received from the Avro Employees Welfare Service, 
as a donation for the year 1962. 


5. A resolution was received from Huron County Children’s Aid 
Society, requesting endorsement, that legislation be strengthened to 
assure that Children’s Aid Societies in future remain as they are in 
structure. Your Society did not endorse the resolution, with Huron 
County Children’s Aid Society, being advised that the Peel County 
Children's Aid Society Board recognizes the advisability of some form 
of structural change in Children’s Aid Societies in future and there- 
fore are mostly concerned with safeguarding in any new form, the 
experiences and strength of the past in Children’s Aid Societies. 


6. A meeting will be held in Toronto on January 26th, 1962, 
with the Presidents and Local Directors of the Fifty-five Children’s Aid 
Societies in the Province getting together on what may be a historic 
meeting to discuss the whole future of Children’s Aid Societies in the 
light of anticipated changes. A major part of the last Board meeting 
was spent in discussing a resolution empowering the President and 
Local Director to take the thoughts of Peel Society to the meeting on 
the 26th. The resolution was carried at the Board meeting, major 
items of which are that the Board was agreed that there are important 
social changes in Ontario which demand re-examination of principles 
and programme structure, and further recognize new structure and 
forms were required in our changing industrial Society, and further 
that we endorse the current concept of a Children’s Aid Society func- 
tion being either integrated or co-ordinated into an overall County 
Welfare Unit or as an alternative, a closer alignment to the munici- 
pality provided that it also incorporated certain safeguards to protect 
the experiences and strengths gained over the many years by the 
Children’s Aid Societies. The resolution further listed a number of 
safeguards that would be taken to protect the autonomy of the local 
societies.

(3) THAT the said sum of $900,000.00 so to be borrowed shall be 
made payable on or before the 3lst day of December, 1962, and the 
promissory note or notes of the said Corporation if any, given there- 
fore, if made payable before the 3lst day of December, 1962, may be 
renewed by said Warden and Treasurer from time to time, but no 
renewal thereof shall fall due later than the 3lst day of May, 1963. 


(4) THAT the promissory note or notes of the said Corporation 
sealed with the Corporate Seal and signed by the Warden and 
Treasurer of the said Corporation, be given from time to time as re- 
quired, in security, for the amounts borrowed from time to time under 
the provisions of this by-law. 


(5) THAT the giving of such renewal note or notes as aforesaid 
shall not be deemed satisfaction to the said Bank of the advance or 
interest, but as evidence only of indebtedness. 


(6) ALL or any sums borrowed pursuant to the authority of this

After the above committee had submitted a report on the cutting 
of wood on Lot 16, Con. 4, Twp. of Caledon, Mr. Rutherford phoned 
me to contact the Department of Lands and Forests, Maple, and have 
a Forester inspect the property and for me to accompany him. This 
was done, and on Friday, January 19th, 1962, Mr. J. A. Simpson of the 
Department and myself made an inspection and I hereby submit the 
following report. 


The bush consists of Elm, Soft Maple, Poplar, Birch, and some 
Cedar. From a Forestry stand point none of these trees have a high 
commercial value. The Elm and Maple have badly broken tops, 
also the Birch and Poplar, and altogether the bush is not in a very 
good condition. 


From the stand point of timber production, there is not much that 
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has a very great potential. 


The main value is from a water conservation stand point in main- 
taining the water level. 


In view of the fact that there is a considerable amount of bush 
in that area, the Conservation point could be discounted, and if this 
land would be found suitable for agricultural purposes then it should 
be recommended that clearing could be proceeded with as requested. 


Mr. J. A. Simpson suggests that the Agricultural Rep. could pro- 
vide the answer to the above paragraph.

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MARCH REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel: 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


l. We are in receipt of a letter from the Solicitors of Messrs R. 
C. Southgate and Harry Arch, Trustee, the owners of Part of the East 
half; Lot 6, Conc. 5 W.H.S., Town of Streetsville enclosing a claim in 
the amount of $90,000.00 for lands taken and affected by the construc- 
tion of the Streetsville Subway. We recommend that this be referred 
to the County Solicitor. 


2. We are in receipt of a letter from the Department of Lands 
and Forests regarding precautions that should be taken by Munici- 
palities to be prepared for possible flood emergencies. We recom- 
mend that this be referred to the Engineer. 


3. We are in receipt of the approval of the road assumption By- 
laws Numbered 1641 and 1642 from the Ontario Department of High- 
ways. We recommend that this be filed. 


4. A By-law to Amend, Consolidate and Revise By-law No. 341, 
the By-law adopting a plan of County Road Improvement and estab- 
lishing a County Road System in the County of Peel has been pre- 
pared. We recommend that this By-law be passed at the next regu- 
lar session of County Council. 


5. A By-law to Revise By-law No. 876, the By-law designating 
Peel County Roads as Through Highways has been prepared. We 
recommend that this By-law be passed at the next regular session of 
County Council. 


6. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
“Resolved that the Annual Salary of the Land Purchaser be increased 
by 3% of the 1961 Annual Salary, effective January 1, 1962. Subject 
to the approval of the Finance Committee.” We recommend the ap- 
proval of this resolution. 


7. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
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“That the County Engineer's and the Assistant County Engineer’s 
salary be increased $500.00 per annum effective January Ist, 1962, 
subject to approval of Finance Committee." We recommend the ap- 
proval of this resolution. 


8. The Council of the Village of Caledon East attended the last 
Committee meeting to discuss the possibility of constructing addition- 
al works within the limits of the Village in conjunction with the pro- 
posed road improvement on County Road No. 7. The Council of 
Caledon East informed the Committee that they did not wish to par- 
ticipate in additional works and requested the Committee to complete 
that portion of the construction completely under the jurisdiction of 
the County of Peel. The recommendation of the Committee is that 
this project be included as shown in the 1962 proposed construction 
By-law. 


9. The Capital Construction By-law as presented by the Com- 
mittee at the February session of Council has been amended by the 
following resolutions passed by your Committee. 


(a) “Resolved that Streetsville Main St. Bridge be included in 
the 1962 Construction By-law and that the reconstruction of 
Thomas Street be deferred until the development west of the 
Town of Streetsville commences.” 


(b) ‘‘Resolved the construction of 17 Sideroad W. be completed 
as per the revised estimate of $104,000.00." 
We recommend the approval of these resolutions. 


The road programme schedules as amended are attached for 
the information of Council. Clause No. 8 of the February report of 
the Good Roads Committee is therefore amended accordingly as 
follows:

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By-Laws 


BY-LAW NUMBER 1654 


A By-law to Authorize the Borrowing of $700,000 in Debentures For 
the Purpose of Granting Aid to the Peel Memorial Hospital 
Association. 


WHEREAS the Peel Memorial Hospital Association incorporated 
with limited liability under the laws of the Province of Ontario, 
operates a public hospital in the Town of Brampton which has been 
approved under The Public Hospitals Act; 


AND WHEREAS the said Association has requested The Cor- 
poration of the County of Peel to grant $1,032,000, to pay in part for 
the cost of the construction and equipment of an addition to the Peel 
Memorial Hospital at a total estimated cost of $1,000,000, in accord- 
ance with plans prepared by Govan, Ferguson, Lindsay & Kaminker, 
Architects of Toronto, filed with the Ontario Hospital Services Com- 
mission on the 17th day of December, 1959; 


AND WHEREAS the plans of said addition have been approved 
by the Hospital Services Commission of Ontario under the provisions 
of The Public Hospitals Act; 


AND WHEREAS the Corporation has hitherto borrowed for the 
same purpose by the issue and sale of debentures the amount of 
$300,000 as authorized by By-law 1633 passed on September 21, 1961; 


AND WHEREAS the Corporation deems it expedient to borrow 
an additional amount of $700,000 by the issue of debentures on the 
terms hereinafter mentioned in order to make a second advance on 
said grant; 
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NOW THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE CORPORATION OF 
THE COUNTY OF PEEL ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 

1. That for the purpose aforesaid there shall be borrowed on the 
credit of the Corporation of the County of Peel at large the sum of 
$700,000 and debentures shall be issued therefore in sums of not less 
than $100 each. All debentures shall be dated April 2, 1962 and shall 
be payable in varying instalments of principal in each of the years 
1963 to 1982 inclusive. The debentures maturing in each of the years 
1963 to 1972 shall bear interest at the rate of Five and One-Quarter 
Per Cent (54%) per annum. The debentures maturing in the years 
1973 to 1982 inclusive shall bear interest at the rate of Five and Three- 
Quarters Per Cent (5%4%) per annum. Each debenture shall have 
attached thereto coupons for the payment of such interest on April 2 
in each year. The respective amounts of principal and interest pay- 
ctble in each of such years shall be as set forth in Schedule “A” to this 
by-law. 


2. That the said debentures shall be payable as to both princi- 
pal and interest in lawful money of Canada at the principal office of 
The Royal Bank of Canada in either of the cities of Toronto or Mon- 
treal, or at the office of the said Bank in the Town of Brampton, 
Ontario, at holder's option.

APRIL REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads begs to report as follows: 


1. We are in receipt of the Audit Report of the County Road 
expenditures for the year 1961 from the Ontario Department of High- 
ways. We recommend that this be filed. 


2. We are in receipt of the Subsidy payment from the Ontario 
Department of Highways for the year 1961. We recommend that 
this be received. 
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3. We are in receipt of a notice from the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture advising of a one day conference on Roadside Weed 
Control, in Guelph, on April 25, 1962. We recommend that the Engi- 
rieer be instructed to have a member of the Road Department attend 
this conference. 


4. We are in receipt of a notice regarding a Municipal Board 
Hearing to be held on April 26, 1962, regarding an application from 
the Mississauga Golf and Country Club for a change in zoning from 
Residential “Rl” to Automobile Commercial “AC” at the intersection 
of Mississauga Road and the North Service Road in the Township of 
Toronto. We recommend that this be filed. 


5. We are in receipt of a letter from the Board of Transport 
Commissioners for Canada regarding the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Crossing and County Road No. 15 at Churchville. The Board advise 
that a Board Order was issued for the installation of automatic signals 
at this location with 1242% of the estimated cost being borne equally 
by the Townships of Chinguacousy and Toronto. The Board now 
request that the 1242% of the cost, estimated at $1,200.00 be borne 
by the County of Peel as this road has recently been assumed as a 
County Road. We recommend the Board be notified that the County 
of Peel is willing to assume this charge. 


6. We are in receipt of a letter from the Board of Transport 
Commissioners for Canada advising that a study has been made by 
the Board's Engineers of the Canadian National Railway and County 
Road No. 4 railway crossing, adjacent to Bramalea. The Board's 
Engineers have suggested that consideration be given to the con- 
struction of a grade separation at this location. We recommend that 
the Engineer be instructed to prepare and submit the submissions of 
the County to the Board and to outline that the County will consider 
assuming the percentage of the total cost as determined by the Board 
of Transport Commissioners for Canada. It has been estimated that 
the County portion will not exceed 15% of the total cost of the struc- 
ture which is estimated at $250,000.00. 


7. We are in receipt of a notice from the Office of the Director 
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of Titles regarding an application for Certification of Title of Part of 
Lots 9 and 10, Range 3, Credit Indian Reserves, Township of Toronto 
adjacent to County Road No. 2. We recommend that this be filed. 


8. We are in receipt of a letter from the Town of Streetsville 
asking for confirmation that the County is going to install automatic 
signals and shortarm gates at the Canadian Pacific Railway and 
Thomas Street railway crossing. We recommend that the Town be 
advised that an application was made to the Board of Transport Com- 
missioners for Canada in 1961, but this was deferred until considera- 
tion was given to the reconstruction of Thomas Street. We recommend 
that since it appears improbable that Thomas Street will be widened 
to four lanes at this crossing for some time, that the Engineer be 
authorized to instruct the Board of Transport Commissioners to pro- 
ceed with this work. 


9. Tenders were called for the supply of Maintenance Gravel. 
The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 


“Resolved that the tender received for the supply of maintenance 
Gravel be accepted as per tender submitted by W. R. Greenley, of 
Harriston at unit prices totalling $17,205.00. Subject to the approval 
of the Department of Highways.” We recommend the approval of 
this resolution. 


10. Tenders were received for the supply of various road build- 
ing materials. A summary of these tenders is attached for the in- 
formation of Council. The recommendation of your Committee is 
that in all cases the purchases of these materials in 1962 not covered 
by additional tender calls shall be made from the low bidder pro- 
viding the materials meet the current County specification. 


ll. Property was purchased in 1956 for the grading of part of 
County Road No. 8, adjacent to a structure known as Murray's Bridge 
over the Humber River. A plan of expropriation was not filed to 
register this property, therefore the following resolution was passed 
by your Committee: 


Resolved that the Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign the 
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expropriation plan for part of lots 4 and 5,, Concession 3 and 4, Town- 
ship of Albion, County of Peel.’” We recommend the approval of this 
resolution. 


12. Your Committee has considered amending By-law No. 1337 
dealing with the charges for the installation of new entrance culverts 
on County Roads. By-law 1337 states that the property owner shall 
be charged the cost price of the culvert required plus a flat rate of 
twenty dollars for installation. The County has on new construction 
projects been constructing headwalls on entrance culverts and it is 
the opinion of the Committee that the Entrance Culvert By-law should 
be amended to conform to this policy. The recommendation is there- 
fore that By-law 13837 be amended ito read that the property owner 
shall be charged the cost price of the culvert required, plus twenty 
Collars ($20.00) for installation, plus thirty dollars ($30.00) for the con- 
struction of headwalls where such headwalls are deemed necessary. 


13. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 


‘Whereas the summer months are usually considered as being 
most desirable for annual holidays; 


And whereas these holidays conflict with the summer construc- 
tion schedule. 


Be it resolved that any permanent construction employee who is 
willing to take his holidays during the months of December, January, 
February or March be entitled to one additional week's holiday with 
pay. 


This arrangement to be enforced at the discretion of the County 
Engineer.’ 


We recommend the approval of this resolution. 


14. We have a letter from the Bell Telephone Company of 
Canada advising of their intention of installing an underground con- 
duit along County Road No. 6 from the west limits of the Town of 
Brampton to Huttonville. Your Committee feels that it would be in- 
advisable to permit the installation of this conduit on the exising road 
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allowance since it is expected that this road allowance will be widen- 
ed in the near future. The recommendation of the Committee is that 
the Bell Telephone Company be requested to obtain an easement on 
the south side of the road in accordance with the proposed widening 
with the understanding that when this road is widened the easement 
will become a part of the road allowance and consideration will be 
given to compensation at this time. 


15. Your Committee wishes to advise that the Annual Road 
Inspection trip will be held on Thursday, April 26 and Friday, April 
27, 1962. All members of County Council are invited to attend this 
inspection. The roads in the southern portion of the County will be 
inspected on April 26, and the northern portion on April 27. The 
inspection commencing at the County Buildings at 9.00 a.m. 


16. Your Committee investigated the possibility of locating the 
new maintenance yard adjacent to the Department of Highway’'s 
yard at Highways 401 and 10. The land owned by the Department of 
Highways is required for highway purposes, and is not available to 
the County. The land immediately north of this yard is not for sale 
and your Committee does not feel it would be advisable to expro- 
priate this property due to the proximity of several buildings. The 
recommendation of your Committee is that the Engineer be instructed 
to determine if any suitable land is available on the north side of 
Steeles Avenue west of the limits of the Town of Brampton. 


17. We are in receipt of an agreement from the Dixie Growers 
Co-operative Limited regarding compensation for lands expropriated 
and regarding an agreement stating that the County will not restrict 
access to the remaining property. Your Committee feels that the 
compensation in the amount of $3,800.00 is somewhat high and the 
recommendation of the Committee is that the Land Purchaser be 
instructed to try to negotiate a settlement satisfactory to both parties. 


18. We are in receipt of a letter from the Township of Toronto 
requesting the County to approve the closing of Cawthra Road from 
Highway No. 5 to Burnhamthorpe Road to facilitate the installation 
of sewers presently under construction. We recommend that the 
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Engineer be authorized to approve this request with the understand- 
ing that the length of time that this road will be closed will be kept 
to an absolute minimum.

COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 


Your Committee on Agriculture and Reforestation begs to report 
as follows: 


1. We recommend approval for payment accounts listed on 
the attached pay sheet totalling $166.20. 


2. Meetings of the Agriculture and Reforestation Committee 
were held April 18th and May lst, 1962. At the meeting held May 
ist, Mr. Howard Henry, District Weed Inspector, the two County 
Weed Inspectors, Councillor R. McMillan of Toronto Township and 
Holmes of the Clerk's office, Township of Toronto, were present. 


3. The two County Weed Inspectors have been instructed that 
in future they will be expected to carry out investigations of their 
respective areas (instead of the present system of acting mostly on 
complaints) with the idea of being in a position to have weeds cut or 
sprayed as early in the year as possible. 


4, The County Clerk was instructed to have a suitable letter 
mimeographed outlining Weed Control Procedure and to make a 
number of copies available for each Weed Inspector, and each 
Municipal Clerk. 


5. Councillor McMillan and Mr. Holmes outlined the proposed 
method of Weed Control that has been adopted by the Council of the 
Township of Toronto with a view of setting up their own Weed Con- 
trol Department. The following resolution was passed by your Com- 
mittee: “That the Agricultural Committee recommend to County 
Council that the County Council endorse the action of Toronto Town- 
ship in setting up its own Weed Control Department and assure 
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Toronto Township of the full co-operation of necessary departments 
of Peel County Council in doing so.”

REPORT OF COUNTY ASSESSOR FOR THE YEAR 1962 


To the Warden and Members of the Corporation of the County of Peel. 


Pursuant to the authority and direction of Section 93 (1) of the 
Assessment Act R.S.O. 1960 I beg leave to report as follows: 


The assessments in the ten municipalities within the County of 
Peel to be used for taxation in 1962 have, in my opinion, been pre- 
pared with enough uniformity that no adjustments should be neces- 
sary for County Equalization. The attached schedule for your infor- 
mation and guidance in passing the equalization By-Law proposes 
that the equalized assessment for each municipality should be identi- 
cal to the assessment used for local purposes as illustrated in the 
schedule. 


The total taxable assessment in the County has been increased 
from $153,679,993 in 1961 to $166,278,305 in 1962 or 8.198 per cent., and 
the population has increased from 105,520 in 1961 to 112,854 in 1962 
or an increase of 6.95 per cent. 


The percentage increase in assessment in each municipality in 
order of greatest per centage increase and amount in dollars is as 
follows:

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The increase in Caledon East is mostly due to a change in loca- 
tion allowance for the reason that a municipal water system has been 
installed. The increase in Bolton is partly due to a change in location 
allowance, however, Bolton also had a number of commercial build- 
ings constructed. Increase in all other municipalities is due to new 
construction and minor adjustments of land valuation. 


The percentage that each municipality's equalized assessment 
bears to the total is not the percentage to be used for apportioning 
County rates in 1963. It is necessary to add to the equalized assess- 
ments the valuations on which grants are received from the Crown in 
Right of Canada and Ontario by each municipality before making 
the apportionment (Section 98 (8) ). 


Also attached hereto is a schedule showing the breakdown of the 
various classes of assessment liable to taxation for each municipality 
and the percentage each bears to the total taxable assessment. 


Last year I reported to Council that the assessors were planning 
to make a re-assessment of land for the 1962 assessment, however, 
for various reasons most of the assessors are not going ahead with 
it until 1963. If, however, any municipality does complete the re- 
assessment for the 1962 Roll it may be necessary to make adjust 
ments in next year’s equalization for County purposes. 


There are a number of revisions to the Assessment Act but the 
most important to the Counties is 93b which provides that upon re- 
quest from one or more townships, towns or villages within a county 
expressed by by-law or resolution the council of the county may pass 
a by-law appointing the County Assessor as assessor for such local 
municipality or municipalities. 


This revision may be of definite value if the county council is not 
unanimous in wishing to appoint a County Assessment Commissioner 
in place of the County Assessor as provided by Section 93a of the 
Assessment Act as amended in 1961. 


An amendment to Section 35 (3) will mean a considerable loss in 
assessed value of land used for farm purposes in several of the Town- 
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ships and especially in the Twp. of Toronto. This amendment pro- 
vides that the assessor, in giving consideration to the sales value must 
only consider the sale value as farm land and give no consideration 
to higher sales for speculative or other uses as long as the land is 
used for farm purposes. Formerly only persons whose principal occu- 
pation was farming received such consideration. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to all officials and 
members of Council for their kind co-operation and assistance during 
the past year.

A By-Law to Amend, Consolidate and Revise the By-Law Adopting 
a Plan of County Road Improvement and Establishing a County 
Road System in the County of Peel under The Highway Improve- 
ment Act as Amended by Subsequent Amending By-Laws. 


WHEREAS the By-law adopting a plan of County Road Improve- 
ment and establishing a County Road System in the County of Peel 
has been amended from time to time by adding roads to and remov- 
ing roads from the County Road System; 


AND WHEREAS certain roads formerly included in the County 
Road System have been assumed by the Province of Ontario as part 
of The King’s Highway and certain roads so assumed or parts thereof 
have been reverted to the municipality previously lable for their 
maintenance and repair or transferred to the municipality in which 
they are situate; 


AND WHEREAS the descriptions of certain roads included in the 
County Road System and the recorded mileage thereof as established 
by by-laws heretofore passed have been affected by alterations or 
diversions of the said roads or by alterations in the boundaries of 
certain local municipalities; 


AND WHEREAS in order to attain greater efficiency in the admin- 
istration of the County Road System it is deemed expedient to re- 
designate and redescribe the roads comprising the said System in 
one Consolidating Schedule making such revisions or corrections in 
the existing descriptions, and recorded mileages as are necessary to 
make them conform with the present situation; 


NOW THEREFORE, The Council of the Corporation of The County 
of Peel enacts as By-law Number 1674 as follows: 


1. That portion of By-law 341, establishing a County Road Sys- 
tem in the County of Peel, commencing in line number 20 and read- 
ing “That the Highways to be improved in the County of Peel...” 
To and including line 56 concluding “of the County rate contributed 
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by each municipality,” is struck out and the following substituted 
therefore: 


‘1. The several roads and portions of roads as designated 
and described in Schedule “A” hereto annexed shall constitute 
the County Road System of the County of Peel. 


"2. The numbers by which the several roads comprising 
the County Road System are designated in Schedule “A” hereto 
annexed shall be used for all purposes of administration and 
accounting.”

3. The roads as designated and described in Schedule “A” 
hereto annexed shall constitute the County Road System of the County 
of Peel. 


4. This By-law shall come into force upon the approval thereof 
by the LieutenantGovernor in Council.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1675 


A By-law to Revise the By-law Designating Peel County Roads As 
Through Highways. 


WHEREAS clause 26 of subsection 1 of Section 1 of the Highway 
Trattic Act (R.S.O. 1960, Chapter 172) provides that:— 


“Through Highway" means any highway or part of a highway 
designated as such by the Minister or by by-law of a municipality 
approved by the Department, and every such highway shall be 
marked by a stop sign or yield right-of-way sign in compliance with 
the regulations of the Department; 


AND WHEREAS Section 64 of the Act provides that:— 
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The driver or operator of a vehicle or car of an electric railway, 
(a) upon approaching a stop sign at an intersection, shall bring 
the vehicle or car to a full stop at a clearly marked stop line or, 
if none, then immediately before entering the nearest crosswalk 
or, if none, then immediately before entering the intersection and 


(b) upon entering the intersection, shall yield the right-of-way to 
traffic in the intersection or approaching the intersection on an- 
other highway so closely that it constitutes an immediate hazard 
and having so yielded the right-ofway may proceed with cau- 
tion and the traffic approaching the intersection on another high- 
way shall yield the right of way to the vehicle so proceeding 
in the intersection. 


AND WHEREAS subsection 1 of Section 66 of the Act provides 
that:— 


The driver or operator of a vehicle or car of an electric railway 
approaching a yield right-of-way sign shall slow down to a speed 
reasonable for the existing conditions or shall stop if necessary as 
provided in clause (a) of section 64 and shall yield the right of way to 
traffic in the intersection or approaching on the intersecting highway 
so closely that it constitutes an immediate hazard and having so 
yielded may proceed with caution. 


THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the County of Peel 
so yielded may proceed with caution. 


THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the County of Peel 
enacts as By-law Number 1675 as follows: 


1. By-law Number 876 is hereby repealed.

2. The roads as designated and described in Schedule ‘A 
hereto annexed shall be designated as Through Highways in the 
County of Peel Road System. 


3. This By-law shall not become effective until approved by 
the Department of Transport and until signs are on display in com- 
pliance with the regulations of the Department.

JUNE REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


l. We are in receipt of the approvals from the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Highways for the Supplementary Road Expenditure By-laws 
numbered 1658 and 1659 in the amounts of $548,000.00 and $688,000.00 
respectively. We recommend that these be filed. 


2. We are in receipt of the approval of the Ontario Municipal 
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Board for the debenture issue of $300,000.00 for the Supplementary 
Road Expenditure By-law number 1659. We recommend that this be 
filed. 


3. We are in receipt of the approval of By-law number 1675, 
the Through Highway By-law from the Ontario Department of Trans- 
port. We recommend that this be filed. 


4. We are in receipt of a letter from the Northwood Estates Rate- 
payers’ Association regarding the intersection at Queen Street and 
McLaughlin Road in the Town of Brampton. The Association requests 
that consideration be given to the installation of traffic lights at this 
intersection. We recommend that the Association be advised that 
a study will be made of this intersection in the immediate future to 
determine if traffic lights are now warranted. 


5. We are in receipt of the following resolution from the Town- 
ship of Toronto regarding the railway crossings being created by 
the Canadian National Railway Toronto Terminal Project. 


“We favour the idea that all new railway crossings on main line 
roads be provided with grade separations. We recognize some do 
not have the volume of tratfic to merit grade separations at this time 
but if volume increases within 15 years, the Railway would be re- 
aquired to give the same support as if they had put in the grade 
separations today.” 


The recommendation of the Committee is that this resolution be 
endorsed by the County of Peel. 


6. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Solicitors of the property 
cwners of lands formerly owned by the Motor City Investments 
Limited at the intersection of Dixie Road and Highway No. 5, regard- 
ing the parcel of land purchased by the County of Peel for a road 
widening. We recommend that this be referred to the County Solici- 
tor for consideration. 


7. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Board of Transport Com- 
missioners for Canada advising that the signals relocated on the Air- 
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port Road and the Canadian National Railway crossing are now 
operating satisfactorily. We recommend that this be filed. 


8. Weare in receipt of Order No. 107764 from the Board of Trans- 
port Commissioners for Canada an amendment to Board Order No. 
107469 which provided for the installation of Automatic protection at 
the Canadian Pacific Railway crossing and County Road No. 15. 
This amendment was required as County Road No. 15; the base line 
between the Townships of Chinguacousy and Toronto was recently 
assumed as a County Road. We recommend that this be filed. 


9. We are in receipt of a letter from the Board of Transport 
Commissioners for Canada advising that as a result of an inquest 
held coacerning an accident at a Canadian National Railway cross- 
ing in Malton, the Coroner's Jury recommended the following: Due 
io distractions caused by noise of aircraft which could prevent hear- 
ing trains approaching, that gates be installed on all level crossings 
in Malton and that no further level crossings be allowed in the 
Malton area. The Board also advised that as the regulations of the 
Board do not require gates at single track crossings and that the 
cost of the installation may be apportioned to the Road Authority. 
The recommendation of the Committee is that the Board be notified 
that the County will consider this matter upon receipt of an estimate 
and apportionment of costs for the two County Road crossings in- 
volved. 


10. Your Committee has considered doing extensive repairs to 
Cawthra Road between Highway No. 5 and Burnhamthorpe Road. 
The installation of a sanitary sewer on this road is now nearing 
completion. The recommendation of the Committee is that since 
iajor construction works will be required on this road in the near 
future and since the Township of Toronto are obligated to restore this 
road to its original condition, that no additional works be undertaken 
this year.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 


Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


l. We are in receipt of an Agreement between the Ontario De- 
partment of Highways, the Townships of Etobicoke and Toronto and 
the County of Peel regarding the construction of Dixon Road from 
Highway 27 to the Malton Airport, and the construction of a road from 
Highway 401 to the Airport. This Agreement, as atfecting the County 
Road, provides that the County of Peel is to purchase the necessary 
road widening, and that the Ontario Department of Highways will 
construct the road from the Indian Line to the new terminal entrance. 
The recommendation of the Committee is that the necessary By-Law 
be passed authorizing the Warden and Clerk to sign this Acreement 
on behali of the County of Peel. 


2. We are in receipt of the Manual of Uniform Tratfic Control 
Devices from the Ontario Department of Transport. We recommend 
that this be referred to the Engineer. 


3. The petition for an increase of the hourly rental rate for hired 
trucks received in June has been considered by the Committee. A 
report from the Engineer is attached for the information of Council. 
The following resolution was passed by the Committee: 

‘Resolved that the hourly rental rate for hired trucks be increased 
to $4.25 per hour, effective July 2, 1962.’ We recommend the approval 
of this resolution.

RE: TRUCK RENTALS 


The petition for an increase of the hourly rental rates of hired 
trucks has been considered. 


The present rate of $3.75 was established in 1959. The average 
operating rate of comparable County owned trucks from 1957 to 1961 
is $3.82 per hour. This includes actual depreciation of 95c per hour. 
It should be noted that the depreciation of a County owned truck is 
somewhat higher than a rented truck because of the extra equipment 
for snowplowing operations. It should also be noted that the operat- 
ing cost of a County owned truck should be approximately 10c per 
hour less than a rented truck due to the difference in license fees. It 
has been assumed that these differences in depreciation and license 
fees are compensating. 


The existing rate is, therefore, providing the truck owners only 
with truck driver’s wages with very little return on the capital invested. 
After reviewing the rates paid by other Municipalities and by the 
Ontario Department of Highways, our recommendation is that the 
hourly rental rate be increased to $4.25 per hour effective July 2nd, 
1962.

2. We are in receipt of a letter from the Provincial Department 
cf the Emergency Measures Organization, pointing out that full time 
Municipal employees on Emergency Measures Staff must be covered, 
for compensation, by the Municipality. The letter further points out 
that costs of this coverage is not eligible for Provincial or Federal 
subsidy. We recommend that the Clerk be instructed to request the 
Provincial Department to give consideration to including this cost as 
a subsidizable item in accordance with the original agreement with 
the Province in which they agreed to pay subsidy on the total cost of 
the Emergency Measures Programme. 


3. We have been informed by the Clerk that, to date, approval 
of the 1962-63 Emergency Measures Financial programme, has not 
been received. We recommend that the Clerk be instructed to write 
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to the Provincial Department of the Emergency Measures Organiza- 
tion requesting an immediate decision with respect to the County of 
Peel application for Financial Assistance, that was forwarded to the 
Province on February 22nd, 1962.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


l. We are in receipt of a letter and plans from Giffels and Valet 
Limited, Consulting Engineers for the Ontario Department of Highways 
regarding proposed improvements to Highway No. 50 from Highway 
No. 7 to the Village of Bolton. We recommend that this be referred 
to the Engineer for consideration and reply. 


2. We are in receipt of a letter from the Brampton and District 
Association for Retarded Children advising that the Association have 
purchased a building and approximately 3 acres of land adjacent to 
the Brampton By-Pass and being part of the E¥% of Lot 10, Con. 1, 
E.H.S., Township of Chinguacousy. The Association have requested 
that the County lease approximately 2 acres of land adjacent to this 
property to the Association. The necessary lease has been prepared 
and the recommendation of the Committee is that the Warden and 
Clerk be authorized to sign this lease on behalf of the County of Peel.

The Board also advise that 
the Railway Company will be instructed to relocate at its own expense 
the existing automatic protection as well as adding gates to the 
exising protection. We recommend that the Board of Transport Com- 
missioners for Canada be notified that this recommendation meets 
with the approval of the County of Peel.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


l. Weare in receipt of a resolution from the Township of Toronto 
requesting the County to consider grade separations at the Canadian 
National Railway crossings in the Police Village of Malton. The 
recommendation of the Committee is that Toronto Township be ad- 
vised that the County of Peel is presently considering a priority sche- 
dule for all grade crossings on County Roads and that these crossings 
will be incorporated in this schedule. A further recommendation of 
the Committee is that copies of this schedule be forwarded to all the 
Municipalities within the County for consideration. 


2. We are in receipt of a deed from the Township of Toronto 
conveying a road widening received from the United Lands on South- 
down Road to the County of Peel. We recommend that this be re- 
ferred to the County Solicitor for registration. 


3. Your Committee wishes to advise that permission has been 
received from the Township of Toronto for the construction of a County 
Maintenance Yard on the Derry Road East. The following resolution 
was passed by your Committee: 


‘Resolved that the Agreement for the purchase of land for the 
new Maintenance Yard on Derry Road East in the amount of 
$17,500.00 be accepted.’ We recommend the approval of this resolu- 
tion. 


4. We are in receipt of a letter from the Central Peel District 
High School Board requesting that the County sod the ditch in front 
of the Composite School on the Brampton By-Pass.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 


Your Committee on Legislation, Co-ordination and Personnel begs 
to report as follows: 


1. As authorized by Council your Committee reviewed all Per- 
sonnel Policies and Fringe Benefits in the following Departments: 
County—(Includes: Clerk-Treasurer’s, Assessment, Welfare, Juvenile 
Court, Judge’s Secretary, Emergency Measures, Peel Manor, Caretak- 
ing and Roads), Health Unit, Library and Children’s Aid. (Jail em- 
ployees personnel policies and fringe benefits are set by Provincial 
Statute and were not reviewed, with the exception of Ontario Hospital 
Insurance which is included with the County.) 


Your Committee makes the following recommendations with 
respect to Vacation, Sick Leave Credits, Ontario Hospital Insurance 
and Car Allowance as these four policies showed a vast difference 
among various departments. 


(a) Vacation: 2 weeks annual vacation after one year. 3 weeks 
annual vacation after five years. 


(b) Sick Leave Credits: Accumulated at 1 day per month. On 
reaching retirement age, employee is entitled to draw half accumu- 
lated sick pay to a maximum of 90 days. 


(c) Ontario Hospital Insurance: Basic coverage premium shared 
50% employee and 50% employer. 


(d) Car Allowance: 10c per mile with the following exception: 
County Assessor to remain at $900.00 per annum. 


Other policies such as Pension Plan, Group Life Insurance and 
P.S.I. were not reviewed as these are the same in all departments. 
We further recommend that this Committee be authorized to meet 
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with the Heads of all Departments to outline the recommendations in 
this Clause, after which the Clerk-Treasurer be instructed to notify 
all Departments that Personnel Policies and Fringe Benefits as out- 
lined must come into effect in all Departments January Ist, 1963. 


2. Subject to the adoption of Clause Number | of this Report, we 
further recommend that the Clerk-Treasurer be instructed to prepare 
in detail the policies outlined in Clause Number 1, including record 
sheets for various departments so that complete records will be 
readily available. ;

AUTHORIZING SPEED LIMITS 


WHEREAS subsection 6a of section 59 of the Highway Traffic 
Act (R.S.O. 1960, Chapter 172) authorizes the Council of a Township 
or County by by-law to prescribe a lower or higher rate of speed for 
motor vehicles on a highway or portion of highway under its juris- 
diction that is not within a built-up area, urban area or suburban 
district than is prescribed in clause (a) of subsection 1 of section 59, 
but such rate of speed shall not be less than 35 miles per hour or 
more than 60 miles per hour; 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient that the speed limit for 
motor vehicles upon certain highways under the jurisdiction of the 
Corporation of the County of Peel be either decreased or increased 
or both; 


NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the County 
of Peel enacts as follows: 


1. No person shall drive a motor vehicle upon the highways or 
portions of highways designated in Schedules “A”, “B” and “C" 
appended hereto, at greater rates of speed than the rates of speed 
prescribed in the schedules. 


2. This by-law shall not become effective until approved by 
the Department of Transport.

‘To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


l. We are in receipt of a letter from the Corporation of the Town- 
ship of Toronto requesting the County to participate in the construc- 
tion of a walkway on County Road No. 18 from Highway No. 2 to 
Wiseman Court.

3. We are in receipt of a letter from Messrs. Mason, Foulds, 
Arnup, Walter, Weir & Boeckh, solicitors for the County regarding the 
Ontario Municipal Board Hearing to determine the compensation for 
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lands expropriated from Mr. K. Munro in the Township of Toronto. 
The solicitors advise that due to a point of procedure this hearing has 
been adjourned and will be commenced upon a ruling from the Court 
of Appeal. We recommend that this be filed. 


4. We are in receipt of a letter from the County Solicitor regard- 
ing the Ontario Municipal Board Hearing to determine the compensa- 
tion for lands expropriated from Mr. L. Abrams in the Township of 
Toronto. The decision of the Board was that compensation in the 
amount of $1,200.00 is to be paid to Mr. Abrams. 


The Committee wishes to advise that the original offer made by 
the County for the land in question was $1,150.00 and that this deci- 
sion of the Board substantiates the fact that the County has been fair 


in compensating the property owners on Dixie Road for lands pur- 
chased. We recommend that this be filed. 


5. We are in receipt of an agreement from the solicitor of the 
Meadowvale Botanical Gardens regarding the grading of the road 
allowance adjacent to the Botanical Gardens on Derry Road West. 
We recommend that the Warden and Clerk be authorized to execute 
this agreement on behalf of the County of Peel. 


6. We are in receipt of the Interim Subsidy from the Ontario De- 
partment of Highways. We recommend that this be received. 


7. We are in receipt of an amendment to The Highway Traffic 
Act from the Ontario Department of Transport relating to flashing blue 
lights on snow removal equipment. We recommend that this be re- 
ferred to the Engineer. 


8. Weare in receipt of a letter from Edythe Barker, of Meadow- 
vale, regarding the trees planted by the County on County Road No. 
5. We recommend that this be referred to the Engineer for reply. 


9. We are in receipt of the completed agreement from the On- 
tario Department of Highways regarding the construction of the Mal- 
ton Airport Road. We recommend that this be filed. 


10. We are in receipt of a letter from the Board of Transport 
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Commissioners for Canada, requesting the County to submit estimates 
for road construction work in conjunction with the proposed grade 
separation on Dixie Road and the Canadian National Railway 
crossing north of Steeles Avenue. We recommend that the Engineer 
be instructed to prepare the necessary estimates and to submit these 
to the Board for consideration. 


ll. We are in receipt of a letter from the Township of Toronto 
advising that the Trustees for School Area No. 1 are concerned about 
the number of times that the school buses encounter the level cross- 
ings in the Malton area. We recommend that the Township be ad- 
vised that a priority rating for construction of grade separations is 
presently being considered by the County of Peel and that their re- 
quest to eliminate the level crossings in the Malton area will receive 
consideration. 


12. We are in receipt of a letter from the Board of Transport 
Commissioners for Canada advising that since the installation of 
short arm gates at the two railway crossings in Malton would not be 
in accordance with the Board's standards for protection at single line 
crossings, that should the County prefer to have gates added to the 
protection, that the County would be required to pay the full cost of 
installing and maintaining such gates. The estimate for this addi- 
tional protection is $15,000.00 for the installation for both crossings 
with an annual maintenance of $200.00 per annum. We recommend 
that since this installation is a departure from the normal procedure 
followed by the Committee that this be referred to County Council for 
consideration. We further recommend that the Engineer contact the 
Department of Highway of Ontario on this matter and report at the 
next Council meeting. 


13. We are in receipt of a report regarding the scheduling of 
future grade separation at railway crossings from the Engineer. A 
copy of this report is attached for the information of Council. We re- 
commend that this report be adopted as presented and that the Engi- 
neer be instructed to proceed with the preliminary engineering for 
the two crossings on Dixie Road with construction scheduled for 1964.

We further recommend that future Councils endeavour to construct 
two grade separations per year for a period of four years thereby 
eliminating the eight level crossings listed in the report by 1968. 


14. We are in receipt of a settlement from the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Highways for lands required from the Victoria Yard for the 
widening of Highway No. 10. This settlement is in the amount of 
$1,875.00. We recommend that this be accepted and that the Warden 
and Clerk be authorized to execute this agreement on behalf of the 
County. 


15. The speed limit By-law for County Roads within the Town of 
Streetsville has been prepared. We recommend that this By-law be 
passed at this session of Council and that since the roads in question 
form a part of the Town boundary that the Town of Streetsville be 
requested to pass a similar By-law and to submit this to the Depart- 
ment of Transport for consideration. 


16. Tenders were called for the supply of the winter mainten- 
ance sand. The following resolution is submitted by your Committee:

RE: RAILWAY CROSSINGS 


Gentlemen: 


As requested by the Road Committee we herewith submit our 
recommendations concerning the scheduling of future grade separa- 
tions between various County Roads and the C.N. and C.P. Railways. 


We feel a short resume of the various construction works carried 
out on these crossings during the past five years will be of assistance 
to the Committee in considering this matter. The attached schedule 
indicates the location of each crossing, the existing protection, the 
date of construction and the amount of money spent. It is interesting 
to note that all the crossings have been improved or are in the pro- 
cess of being improved to the standards of the Board of Transport 
Commissioners for Canada at a total expenditure of $740,172.00 Of 
this total $110,141.00 has been expended by the County of Peel in 
accordance with the Various Board Orders. All railway crossings on 
County Roads have now been investigated and are protected accord- 
ing to the Board's recommendations. 


In assessing a priority rating for grade separations an effort has 
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been made to consider the frequency of present and future train and 
vehicular traffic at each crossing. At present there are two railway 
lines which have more than one track, namely the Oakville Subdivi- 
sion of the C.N.R. which parallels the Q.E.W. to the south and the 
Galt Subdivision of C.P.R. which is south of Hwy. No. 5 and proceeds 
north through Streetsville. The Brampton Subdivision of the C.N.R. 
will have two tracks where it crosses Steeles Ave. and Dixie Road 
when the new Toronto Terminal Project is completed. 


The Board of Transport use a minimum requirement of 50,000 
(the number of trains per day multiplied by the daily road tratfic) for 
a grade separation. This is strictly a minimum requirement and 
certainly does not indicate the need of a structure. 


The recommendation of this department concerning the schedul- 
ing of grade separations based on the preceding is as follows: 


1. Crossing No. 1—Dixie Road south of the Q.E.W. 

Crossing No. 5—Dixie Road south of Hwy. 5. 

Crossing No. 2—Cawthra Road south of the Q.E.W. 
Crossing No. 7—Streetsville Rd. at South limits of Streetsville. 
Crossing No. 18—Airport Road north of Malton. 

Crossing No. 17—Derry Road east of Malton. 

Crossing No. 6—Cawthra Road south of Hwy. 5. 

Crossing No. 4—Fifth Line south of Q.E.W.

Crossings 21, 25 and 26 have not been rated in the priority rating 
as grade separations are planned at Crossings 21 and 26 and nego- 
tiations are still underway for an overpass at Crossing No. 25. 


This report covers all crossings which meet the minimum require- 
ment of 50,000 mentioned above.

(b) The County shall be responsible for the maintenance and 
repair of that portion of Dixon Road from the westerly boundary of 
the Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto to the Aeroquay Road as 
shown in blue on Schedule “A”.

BY-LAW NO. 1691 
AUTHORIZING SPEED LIMITS 


WHEREAS subsection 6a ot section 59 of the Highway Traffic 
Act (R.S.O. 1960, Chapter 172) authorizes the council of a township or 
county by by-law to prescribe a lower or higher rate of speed for 
motor vehicles on a highway or portion of highway under its juris: 
diction that is not within a built-up area, urban area or suburban dis- 
trict than is prescribed in clause a of subsection 1 of section 59, but 
such rate of speed shall not be less than 35 miles per hour or more 
than 60 miles per hour; 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient that the speed limit for 
motor vehicles upon certain highways under the jurisdiction of the 
County of Peel be either decreased or increased or both;

Being a By-Law to Authorize Participation in the Ontario Municipal 
Employees Retirement System 


WHEREAS pursuant to section 15 of The Ontario Municipal Em-

1. The Corporation of the County of Peel hereby elects to par- 
ticipate in the Ontario Municipal Employees Retirement System as 
of the Ist day of January, 1963 and authorizes the treasurer to submit 
this election in writing to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Ontario Muni- 
cipal Employees Retirement Board. 

2. Every person who becomes an employee of the Corporation 
on or after the lst day of January, 1963, shall, as a condition of his 
employment, become a member of the System on the completion 
of 6 months of service on a continuous full-time basis. 

3. The treasurer of the Corporation is hereby authorized to 
deduct and to remit the employer and the employee contributions as 
required, to execute all necessary documents and to do such things 
as are necessary to carry out the intent of this by-law. 


4. The Corporation approves employees employed on other 
than a continuous full-time basis becoming members of the System 
if at least 75% of such employees become or are members. 


5. The Corporation hereby elects to participate together with 
the following local boards of the Corporation as a single employer, 
Peel County Health Unit and Peel County Library Co-operative under 
the Ontario Municipal Employees Retirement System Act, 1961-62 and 
the Regulation thereunder.

The Department recommend certain changes 
in the 40 M.P.H. speed limit on County Road No. 1. We recommend 
that this be referred to the Engineer for further discussion with the 
Department of Transport and the Town of Streetsville. 


5. We are in receipt of a letter from the Metropolitan Toronto 
and Region Conservation Authority, requesting the County to partici- 
pate in the construction of a bridge over the west branch of the Hum- 
ber River on County Road No. 15. This bridge replacement is in con- 
junction with ithe Authority's construction of the Claireville dam and 
reservoir. We recommend that the Conservation Authority be noti- 
fied that the County of Peel is in agreement in principle with the pro- 
posal to equally share the cost of this structure with the Conservation 
Authority. We further recommend that the Engineer be instructed to 
negotiate with the Authority regarding the location and design of this 
structure. 

6. Tenders were called for the rental of three trucks each equip- 
ped with a hydraulic mounted snow plow and wing. The following 
resolution was passed by your Committee:

We further 
recommend that since the Committee feels that the legs of this inter- 
change should be transferred to the Township rather than the County, 
that the Engineer be instructed to further discuss this matter with the 
Department of Highways and the Township of Toronto. 


8. Your Committee has investigated the possibility of receiving 
subsidy from the Ontario Department of Highways for the installation 
of short arm gates at the two railway crossings in the Police Village 
of Malton. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 


“Whereas the Ontario Department of Highways will subsidize 
the installation of short arm gates at the two railway crossings in the 
Police Village of Malton; Be it resolved that application be made to 
the Board of Transport Commissioners for Canada for approval to 
install gates with the County and the Department of Highways of 
Ontario sharing equally in the cost.” We recommend the approval 
cf this resolution. 


9. We are in receipt of a letter from the Chief of Police for the 
Township of Toronto requesting the installation of a flashing red light 
in conjunction with the stop sign at the intersection of Steeles Avenue 
and the Airport Road. We recommend that the Engineer be instructed 
to install this flashing light. 


10. Your Committee has considered the 1963 Construction esti- 
mates prepared by the Engineer and have inspected several of the 
projects that could possibly be included in the 1963 Construction pro- 
sramme We recommend that these estimates be referred to the 1963 
Road Committee for consideration.

Bowyer, Solicitors for Mr. Wilson Bowles, Caledon East, regarding the 
completion of a land purchase agreement between Mr. Bowles and 
the County of Peel. We recommend that this be referred to the County 
Solicitor for consideration. | 


12. We are in receipt of a letter from the Corporation of the 
Township of Toronto regarding a proposed subdivision north of the 
Upper Middle Road and adjacent to the Credit River, in the Township 
of Toronto. The recommendation of the Township is that the County 
consider this proposed subdivision to determine if an additional road 
widening should now be purchased to accommodate a future structure 
over the Credit River. We recommend that this be referred to the 
Engineer for a report.

FRINGE BENEFITS 


The following benefits will apply for oll County employees com- 
mencing January 1, 1963: 


1, PAID ANNUAL VACATION: 


The Corporation shall grant vacations with pay in accordance 
with the following: 


(a) For purposes of computing continuous service to award vaca- 
tion credits, the cutoff date shall be May 3lst. 


(i) Employees with less than one (1) year of continuous service 
as of May 3lst shall receive one (1) day's pay for each month 
of continuous service, up to a maximum of ten (10) working 
days, exclusive of the first two (2) months. 


(ii) Employees with more than one (1) year of continuous service 
as of May 3lst shall receive two (2) weeks of paid vacation. 


(iii) Employees with more than ten (10) years of continuous ser- 
vice as of May 3lst shall receive three (8) weeks of paid 
vacation. 


(iv) Employees with more than twenty (20) years’ continuous ser- 
vice as of May 3lst shall receive four (4) weeks of paid vaca- 
tion. 
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(b) Payment for vacation shall be at the rate of two per cent 
(2%) of an employee's earnings during the twelve months preceding 
May 3lst for each week of vacation to which an employee is entitled. 
Earnings will include any paid leave of absence (sick pay, etc.) but 
will not include payment made by the Workmen's Compensation 
Board. 


(c) The selection of vacation dates will, where practical, be 
granted on the basis of seniority by departments. The Corporation 
shall determine the number of employees who will be on vacation at 
one time. 


(d) Vacations shall not be cumulative from year to year, and em- 
ployees shall not omit vacations and draw pay in lieu thereof. 


(e) Employees of the roads department working on construction 
who take vacctions between December 15th and March 15th will be 
granted an extra week. 


2. PAID STATUTORY HOLIDAYS: 


(a) The following days shall be recognized as holidays and shall 
be paid at straight time rates: 

New Year's Day, Good Friday, Easter Monday, 
Victoria Day, Dominion Day, Civic Holiday, Labour 
Day, Thanksgivig Day, Remembrance Day, Christ- 
mas Day, Boxing Day. 

(b) When any of the above holidays, except Remembrance Day, 
falls on a Saturday or Sunday, the preceding Friday or succeeding 
Monday shall be designated by the Corporation as the holiday in lieu 
of the holiday falling on the Saturday or Sunday. 

(c) In order to qualify for the holiday pay, an employee must 
work the full regular shift immediately preceding, and the full regular 
shift immediate succeeding the holiday, unless other arrangements 
are made with the Corporation or its designate. 


3. LEAVE FOR ILLNESS PLAN: 


(a) Permanent employees of the Corporation as of January Ist, 
1963, shall receive, a “bank” of sick leave credits to be calculated as 
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one (1) day for each period of three (3) months past full service up 
to a maximum bank of twenty-five (25) days. 


(b) Dating from January Ist, 1963, sick leave credits shall accu- 
roulate at the rate of one and one-half (1%) days for each and every 
full month of an employee's permanent employment. There shall be 
no limit to the amount of sick leave credits an employee may accu- 
mulate. 


NOTE: A full month of employment shall be one where an employee 
is employed on all working days in the month and is not 
absent from his duties other than on account of illness, acci- 
dent recognized by the Workmen's Compensation Board, or 
other special leave authorized under the Corporation's per- 
sonnel policies. 


(c) When an employee is absent due to illness, the days absent 
shall be deducted from his accumulated sick leave credits. If the 
sick leave credit of any employee is exhausted during an illness, 
remuneration shall terminate unless continuance of such remunera- 
tion is authorized by the Council of the Corporation. 


(d) The Corporation reserves the right to question any and all 
claims made under this leave for illness plan. Employees may be 
required to substantiate any leave for illness claim by a Physician's 
written report on the illness. 


(e) Sickness or absence from employment due to pregnancy shall 
not be covered by this Sick Leave Plan. 


(f) Absence due to accident which is payable under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act shall not be deducted from accumulated 
sick leave credits, nor shall any sick leave pay be paid where an 
employee received benefits from the Workmen's Compensation 
Board. 

(g) Sick leave credits due to an employee shall be payable only 
at retirement at the normal retirement age, or 


(i) when an employee with twenty (20) years or more of full 
service voluntarily terminates employement, or 
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(ii) in the event of death of the employee prior to retirement, (to 
the beneficiary). 


The cash surrender value in these circumstances shall be that 
cmount of wages or salary equal to one-half (2) the number of sick 
leave credits accumulated. In any event, this cash surrender value 
shall not exceed cne-half (2) year’s earnings at the rate received by 
the employee immediately prior to qualifying for a cash surrender 
value. 


Leave for Maternity: 

Employees having two (2) years or more of continuous service 
with the Corporation, will be granted leave of absence without pay, 
for pregnancy. Such maternity leave shall be at the Corporation's 
discretion, but an employee shall be required to commence the 
leave not later than the end of the sixth month of pregnancy. The 
duration of a maternity leave shall be up to six months, inclusive of 
pre-birth and post-birth periods. 


The Corporation will drop the existing Sickness and Accident 
Insurance Scheme and any payment towards the Blue Cross Plan for 
Hospital Care but will continue the Group Life Insurance on the 
present shared basis of payment of premiums. 


4, CONTRIBUTORY HOSPITALIZATION, MEDICAL AND GROUP 
INSURANCE PLANS: 


The Corporation will pay 50% of the cost of the premiums of the 
Ontario Hospital Services Comission Standard Ward Care Plan only, 
and 50% of the cost of the premiums of the Physician's Services In- 
corporated Blue Plan. 


5 LEAVE OF ABSENCE: 


(a) The Corporation may grant leave of absence to any employee 
for legitimate personal reasons. Such employees on this leave of 
absence shall not be paid and shall not accumulate service or sick 
pay credits while on leave. 


(b) In the event of the death of an employee’s wife, husband, 
father, mother, brother, sister, or child, the Corporation shall grant 
up to three (3) days’ leave of absence with pay for the purpose of 
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making arrangements for and attending the funeral. Death of a 
mother or father-in-law, or grandparent shall result in the leave of 
one (1) day for purposes of attending the funeral. 

Pay shall be at the employee’s regular rate and employees shall 
be paid only for that time which they would normally have worked. 


(c) If an employee is required to serve on jury duty, the Corpora- 
tion will pay the employee his full wages provided he turns over to 
the Corporation the amount received for jury duty pay, and further 
provided the employee reports for work when not required for jury 
duty. 


6. PENSION PLAN: 

The Corporation will subscribe to the Ontario Municipal Em- 
ployees Retirement System. 
7. OTHER PAID TIME OFF: 

Employees of the County other than hourly paid employees shall 
receive time off, at the Corporation's convenience, for all time worked 
in excess of normal hours or on paid holidays, or they may at the 
discretion of the Corporation, be paid a compensating bonus in lieu 
of time off. 


8. SPECIAL REFERENCE TO JAIL EMPLOYEES: 


Should Jail employees decide to choose the above benefits they 
will apply to such employees provided they revoke their existing 
benefits under Regulation 450 of the Municipal Act.
